He did 
‘not say, “I have cursed the ground 
as a constant reminder that I hate 
you, that I am trying to whip 
you, that I am punishing you, 
that I want to make you unhappy 
and miserable, that I want to 
‘wear you out with hard labor.” 
God did not say that. God said, 
“I have done it for your good be- 
eause I love you. I have cursed 
the ground for your sake, and 
you are going to have to work 
for a living.” 


Young people say, “Well, the 
devil doesn’t say that.” The devil 
‘has easy ways of making a living 
without work. ..The devil has easy 
ways of getting along without 
buckling down. Young people in 
high school, the devil always 
claims to have a better way than 
having to study hard to get your 

ons. The devil always says, 

ou can cheat on exams; you 
can postpone studying and cram 
before examinations.” You will 
find him out to be a liar the first 
time you try that. 


The devil always has some easy 
way to get by without work; some 
way to get a living by just being 
smart. He says, “Just put a few 
dollars on the ponies and you will 
be a millionaire over night.” Or 
if it is not that way, it is some 
other way. 


Khe prodigal boy said, “I don’t 
want to stay here and work hard 
all the time. I want to have 
fun.” You see, the devil has a 
good argument, hasn’t he? He 
does not want you to obey the 
rules, he does not want you to 
work. 


Then another thing, this boy 
did not want to be always denying 
himself. He wanted what he 
wanted when he wanted it. He 
said, “Here I can’t have this, and 
can’t do this, and can’t go this 
way. I don’t like this all the 
time, this giving up my own way 
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and trying to please my dad. My 
mother grieves when I get drunk, 
and she thinks I shouldn’t waste 
s0 much money. My dad. acts as 
if he is broken-hearted just be- 
cause I went out on a wild party. 
I want to have some fun. I want 
to have my way for awhile. I 
don’t want to be always giving 
up my way.” The devil always 
makes the far country beautiful. 
The devil always paints it in glow- 
ing colors, The devil always says, 
“Why, out in the far country, 
there is more wonderful musit 


and dancing. Out in the far coun-- 


try, there is more good wine. to 
drink, more beautiful girls to go 
with; and there are no rules. 
Everybody does as he pleases. And 
people have such a good time. 
They have plenty of money, and 
they. don’t have to work for it 
out in the far country.” 


The boy said, “I must go. I 
want to try it. I don’t like this 
old fogy way of working for a 
living, and this old fogy way of 
obeying your dad. I want to go.” 
The devil said, “That is right. 
You don’t have to deny yourself.” 


Satan brought the same old 
palaver and the same lies in the 
Garden of Eden. He said, “Adam 
and Eve, did God tell you that 
you would surely die if you ate 
of this fruit of the tree of knowl- 
edge and evil? 
not really die. God just doesn’t 
want you to have any good times. 
He just doesn’t want you to enjoy 
the good food that is here.

He said, 
“Out in the far country you would 
have lots of friends, not these 
old fogy folks around here. Out 
in the far country, you could stay 
out as'late as you liked. My, the 
wonderful dance orchestras and 
the night clubs and the cocktail 
parties, and all the good times 
you would have! Don’t stay 
around here.”

I want you to know this, too.

So this boy went into a far 
country.

There he began to 
drink. He wasted his substance 
in. riotous living. Boy, what a 
high time he had! 

Listen to me. We had just as 
well face it now, the devil is out 
to get your boy and girl. The 
devil has every allure in the 
world. 

I think I ought to say this, 
also: I am determined that we 
will show that God has some good 
things, too. That is one reason 
why I am out to compete with 
the devil. Some people are al- 
ways saying, “Don’t worry about 
big crowds.” Listen to me! God 
has a right to as big crowds as 
the devil has. He has! Why 
should this big auditorium be 
filled with basketball games every 
night and us not be able to get 
that many people out to hear the 
gospel? I think God wants. big 
erowds. I think we have more to 
draw crowds than the.devil has. 
On my. book table out there you 
‘will find those pamphlets that are 
only ten cents apiece. They are 
printed on nice paper in beautiful 
colors and have _ lovely pictured 
covers, drawn by good artists. I 
have tried to make these Chris- 
tian books as interesting and at- 
tractive as the world makes its 
literature. Why should a church 
not have as bright lights as a 
theater? Why should __ gospel 
singers not have as many instru- 
ments and as well-trained voices 
as there are in night-clubs? Why 
should God’s people not enjoy the 
best? 3 

I say the devil does have ap- 
ples. They are shined up bright, 
they have glowing color, and they 
have a sweet aroma. And the 
first bite is sweet. We just ought 
to recognize that the devil has a 
pull on young people, as well as 
older people. S 

I remember one day out in west 
Texas we spent two -or three 
hours in just confessing our sins. 
One old man about seventy years 
old who got up. A lot of people 
had been confessing that they had 
gotten drunk, or had _. ~been 
dancing, etc. This old man said, 
‘Brother Rice, I haven’t been to 
a dance in thirty years!” An old 
man about seventy years old, 
bragging because he had not been 
to a dance and did not want to go 
to a dance! . Brother, the truth 
of the matter is, if you are 
seventy years old and you go on 
the dance floor these days I don’t 
know that you will have such a 
hot old time! But the young peo- 
ple do. I say, the devil does have 
some beautiful apples! That old 
liar, deceiver, the devil who is 
bent on the destruction of people 
—goes forward. And we ought 
to meet him. 
This boy said, “Dad, listen, I 
just can’t stand it around here. 
It is so dull, and I have to obey 
all the time. I have to get up 
in the morning on time.. I have 
to be in at night. The other guys 
don’t have to obey; and they 


spend money. Why couldn’t I 


spend more money? They go to 
the show; why couldn’t I go to 
the show? They think it is all 
right to drink beer; why shouldn’t 
I drink beer?” And so the boy 
finally decided he would go into 
a far country and eat the devil's 
apples. And he did. Oh, Satan 
does have some beautiful apples. 


But Each Beautiful Apple~ 
Has Worms 

I want you to notice next that 

Satan’s apples really have worms. 

‘They do! The prodigal boy went 


into a “far country and there he 
wasted his substance with riotous 
living. And when he had spent 
all, there arose a mighty famine 
in that land; and he began to be 
in want. And he went and joined 
himself to a citizen of that coun- 
try; and he sent him into his 
fields to feed swine. And he 


would fain have filled his belly. 


with the husks that the swine did 
eat: and no man gave unto him.” 
You see, when he bit down into 
the apple, he found worms in it. 
That is what you always find 
when you bite into the devil's 
apples! 


And sométimes when you bite 
into the devil’s apples, you are 
going to find. half a worm. Some 
of it you will have already 
swallowed! (Laughter) That is 
not a joke when you apply it to 
sin, as I am applying it now. It 
is not funny at all! 
when you bite in and do not find 


the worm, you have already | 


swallowed it. The sin is com- 
mitted and you can’t get done 
with it as easily as you think you 
can. You will find out the devil 
is a liar when it is too late to re- 
tract some things, when it is too 
late to live over. some things. 
Sure, this boy found it was bad 
in a far country, with some of his 
years already wasted, with his 
money gone, with a diseased body, 
with his dad broken hearted and 
disgraced in public and his mother 
sobbing her heart out every night 
on the pillow. All that had to 
happen before he ever found out 
that the devil’s apples have 
worms. 


You do not believe that the 
devil’s apples have worms, but one 
day you are going to find half a 
worm when you bite in. You will 
find out that the worms were 
there all the time—when it turns 
out bitter instead of sweet. 


I want to read you a few 
verses of Scripture on this Bible 
doctrine that all the devil’s apples 
have worms. Did you know that 
it is a Bible doctrine? Listen to 
this in Numbers, chapter 24, verse 
20: “And when he looked on 
Amalek, [the prophet of God], he 
took up his parable, and _ said, 
Amalek was the first of the na- 
tions; but his latter end shall be 
that he perish for ever.” 


You will remember that the 
Amalekites were the people who 
went against Israel and fought 
against them. God said, ‘I’m go- 
ing to destroy them. They are 
the strongest nation in all. the 
land, the first of the nations. But 
you wait until they come out at 
the end, and you will find out 
they are not so-hot. You will 
find that the devil’s apples have 
worms.’ 


Here is another Scripture on 
this Bible doctrine that all the 
devil’s apples have worms. Psalm 
37, verses 7-10: “Rest in the Lord 
and>wait patiently for him: fret 
not thyself because of him who 
prospereth in his way, because of 
the man who bringeth wicked de- 
vices to pass.” 


‘Now, David, the Lord’ said, 
‘Don’t fret because of that” old 
sinner. Don’t complain because 
that man is getting alohg better 
than you are.’ 


David had said, ‘Lord, here is a 
man, a sinner, who is making good 
money and having a good time. 
I am living for You, and I am 
having it tough. This man who 
is living for the devil seems to 


prosper more than I do.’ 


God said, ‘David, don’t you 
worry about that: He has pretty 
apples, but all of them have 
worms in them.’ 


Listen to what God says, “Cease 
from anger, and forsake wrath: 


fret not thyself in any wise to do 


evil, For evil doers shall be cut 
off: but those that wait upon the 
Lord, they shall inherit the earth. 
For yet a little while, and the 
wicked shall not be: yea, 
shalt diligently consider his place, 
and it shall not be :

Watch for a while the 
man who has plenty of the devil's 
apples and who thinks they are 
wonderful and seems to enjoy 
them; watch him a while, and 
you will find that every one of 
his apples will turn out to have 
worms in it. Watch the man who 
seems to prosper in his sin, and 
he won’t keep on prospering,’ God 
said to David, 


Another Scripture on this Bible 
doctrine that all the devil’s apples 
have worms is Proverbs, chapter 
5, verses 3-5. Listen carefully, 
young people, this is a story to 
young people. “For the lips of a 
strange woman drop as.an hone 
comb.” 
her kisses sweet? And there is 
the allure of her arms about you, 
and the allure of her sweet per- 
fume and her soft hair and skin]

In Proverbs, chapter 14, is 
another Scripture that has this 
same Bible doctrine that all the 
devil’s apples have worms, that 
all the devil’s promises are lies, 
that all the devil’s good times 
turn out in sorrow and heart- 
break. Proverbs 14, verses 12-14: 
“There is a way which seemeth 
right unto a man, but the end 
thereof are the ways of death.” 
Oh, young people; wait until you 
see the end! You had better lis- 
ten to somebody who knows. Do 
not judge by the beginning— 
judge by the end! “Do not, I say, 
depend on .how the devil makes it 
look to start with. You had bet- 
ter see what God says about how 
it will end up. Ah, the devil’s 
apples look nice and smell nice 
and taste nice at first. But you 
will find out the truth when you 
bite into the worms of sin, sor- 
row, corruption, disappointments, 
broken hearts, smiting conscience, 
and torment in Hell. 


Listen now again! “There is a 
way which seemeth right unto « 
man, but the end thereof are the 
ways of death.

Every good time the devil ever 
gave was misery when the other 
side was reached.

Here is another’ Scripture: 
Proverbs 16:25: “There is a: way 
that seemeth right unto a man, 
but the end thereof are the ways 
of death.” That is a repetition 
of what was said before, in the 
fourteenth chapter. 


Here is another in Proverbs, 
chapter 23 (this is what liquor 
does. And every one of the devil's 
apples end up the same way— 
with worms.) Listen now—Prov- 
erbs, chapter 23, verses 31, 32: 
“Look not thou upon the wine 
when it is red, when it giveth his 
colour in the cup, when it moveth 
itself aright.”—-Do not look at it! 
“Oh,” you say, “but it looks so 
beautiful. See the bubbles. See 
the foam sparkle. People taste 
it and their eyes are brighter. 
Suddenly they feel so witty! 
Everybody laughs at their jokes 


after they have a few drinks, and |, 


they have such a good time. Their 
inhibitions are gone. They used 
to be timid, but now they can 
make speeches. They can sing 
the loudest songs of anybody 
now.’’—But listen to what the 
Bible says, “Look not upon the 
wine when it is’ red, when it 
giveth his colour in the cup, when 
it moveth, itself aright: AT THE 
LAST [You had better think 
t what is in the core before 
ou eat any of the devil’s apples.] 
AT THE LAST, it biteth like the 
serpent, and stingeth like an 
adder.” That is what wine does. 
That is what liquor does. That 
is what every kind of sin does. 
The devil has worms in the core 


of every apple he ever gives any- 
body! . | 


Ah, the prodigal boy! His 
money was gone after a while— 
did you know that it pays in dol- 
lars and cents to be a Christian 
and live clean and straight? Ah, 
how many people have found 
when they tried the devil’s way 
to make money they could not 
keep it! Did you know that a 
Christian man can hold a better 
job than a man who is not a 
Christian?

I tell you now, the devil is always 
a .liar when he makes you think 
you cannot get along in this world 
within sin. You get along better 
when you do not go the devil's 
way. I say, the devil means to 
deceive you and means to ruin 
you. He lies when he promises 
anything at all for sin. Always 
at the last it biteth like a serpent 
and stingeth like an adder. 


The prodigal boy’s money was 
all gone after he went to the far 
country. If he had stayed at 
home and worked hard, he would 
have still had money in his jeans. 
But his money was soon-all gone. 
And when his money was gone, 
his friends were gone, too! 


I have Seenelel in many rescue 
missions in America. I have 
preached in the Pacific Garden 
Mission in Chicago, the Sunshine 
Mission, and others. I ‘have 
preached in the “Mel” Trotter 
Mission in Grand Rapids. I have 
preached in campaigns in Evans- 
ville Réscue Mission at Evansville, 
Indiana, six years in succession. 
And do you know what happens? 
The same thing happens every- 
where. A fellow spends his money 
in the dirty booze joint and has a 
high old time. When his money 
is gone, he is kicked out. Then 
he comes down to the mission to 
get a dime for. a cup of coffee 
and sandwich, or a hamburger, 
or a doughnut. The simple fact 
is, the devil’s crowd are not good 
friends when your money is gone. 


You remember Judas Iscariot. 
“Well,” Judas said; “I see Jesus 
isn’t a good friend of mine. He 
doesn’t give me enough’money. I 
have been stealing some out of 
the purse, but I can’t get much 
now. And there was Mary who 
came with three hundred penny- 
worth, (really 300 Roman dena- 
riae.- One denarius represented 
about a day’s wages ordinarily.) 
She spent it all for perfume, then 
broke the bottle and poured it out 
over Jesus.” Judas said, I told 
her she ought to have had. the 
money to give to the poor. I 
could have carried it.out, and 
would have gotten more out of it. 
I never will get rich this way. 
These Pharisees, -these Scribes, 
they will pay me more than this.” 


So Judas went down to see 
them and said “How much will 
you give me if I will betray Him? 
I will lead you right out there 
where He has His prayer meet- 
ings. I will lead you out there, 
when nobody is there to defend 
Him, and: will show you how to 
take Him. How much money will 
you give me?” 


They said, “We will give you 
thirty pieces of silver.” 
Judas said, “Boy, that is more 


money that I have had in one 
day in a long time! I'll sure do 
it.” And Judas fell. 


Yes, Judas has gotten one of 
the devil’s apples. He led them 
out there and got the money. 
They got Jesus and brought Him 
back to kill Him. About that 
time Judas’ conscience began to 
work. He began to find the apple 
had a worm in it. He came back 
and said to those priests and 
Pharisees and Scribes, “Here, take 
this money back! I have betrayed 
innocent blood! And my conscience 
is burning like fire. I feel as if 
I am already in Hell. Take the 


“Well,” they said, “you see to 
that yourself, okd boy. We made 
the bargain and got what we 
wanted. What do we care about 
your conscience? -What_do we 
care if-you go to Hell? What 
do we care about your broken 
heart?” See Matthew 27:3-5. 

So Judas took the money and 
threw it on the stone floor, and 
thén went out and hanged him- 
self. Can you hear the ringing 
of the coins as: he threw. them 


scattered around the feet of those 
avaricious and wicked men? 
When Judas got down to the core 
of the devil’s apple, he found it 


will find the same thing! 


What I am saying is, when the 
man’s money was gone, his friends 
were gone. The devil does not 
have any friends “who stick by, in 


the long run. The best friends 
you: have in the world on the 
devil’s side will just make a 
drunkard out of you, or make a 
dope-head out of you, or break 
up your home, or make a sticker 
out of you one way or another. 
I say, the devil’s apples all have 
worms. 


So this boy’s money was gone 
after a while, and his friends were 
all gone. Then there arose a 
mighty famine in that country. I 
want you to notice the succession 
of sin. In the first place, his 
money was gone. That was the 
natural resuit of sin. In the 
second place, his friends were all 
gone; there was nobody to help 
him. And that was the devil’s 

part and the devil’s way in sin. 
The devil always quits you when 
you are in a tight spot. The devil 
and his friends never really help 
you when you need them. And 
next, there arose a mighty famine 
in that land. That was God’s pun- 
ishment on sin. Sin itself brought 
one punishment! The boy’s money 
was gone. And Satan himself is 
a wicked, unreliable, hateful 
friend. He is an enemy. He is 
the enenty. He is called that in 
the Bible. You -think he is your 
friend. No, the man didn’t have 
any friends. That is Satan’s part 
in sin. And then the famine 
came—that is God’s punishment 
on sin. A famine always comes. 
You can not go out and sin and 
get by with it. 


Isn’t it a strange thing that 
here in America we have a great 
depression and then a war? No, 
that is not strange. That is be- 
cause God is not going to let sin 
get by. And God never lets a 
prodigal boy land in a far coun- 
try, play the fool, waste his sub- 
stance with riotous living and de- 
vour it with harlots and then get 
out without a famine. If you have 
gone on in sin and have not land- 
ed in the hog pen, if you have not 
rcome where the famine is, you 
are going to. You are on the 


road to it. It is the inevitable 
result of sin. This boy came to 
a famine. 


I wish you would hear me to- 
night. Young people, I tell you 
now: do not be deceived by Satan! 
Oh, what a fool you are if you 
believe that happiness comes from 
the devil’s ways! What a fool 
you are if you believe it turns 
out happy. It never did and it 
never will! 


Somebody has well said that 
Satan has no happy old people. 
Satan has a lot of happy young 
people—if you mean. happiness 
that comes from a good time in 
the sense of effervescent experi- 
ences; if you mean that kind of 
happiness—Hail, fellow, well met 
—pat me on the back—drink it 
down, and so on. The devil has 
a lot of young people who start 
out thinking they are happy. But 
they soon find they are not. They 
find when they bite deep into the 
apples that they have worms, in 
every case.

There was a woman down in 
Forth Worth, Texas, who put 
eight bichloride of mercury tab- 
lets in a glass of water, and drank 
it down. Her home life was miser- 
able; Jesus was not there. So 
she tried to kill herself. I went 
to St. Luke’s Hospital and the 
doctor said, “There is not a 
chance at all.” But she gave her 
heart to Christ, and how happy 
God made her! He changed her 
heart, healed her body, and re- 
stored her home to happiness. 


This boy found out that sin 


fool if you believe it does. The 
devil has some beautiful apples, 
but they have worms in the cores; 
they have worms, every one of 
them! So the boy found out. 


Throw Away Satan’s Apples 


Now I want you to notice the 
next thing. I have said, first, 
the devil has beautiful apples. 
Second, the apples have worms in 
them. Third, this boy threw his 
away, and that is what I want 


you to do tonight. Throw away 
the devil’s apples! Down there, 
he came to himself. You know 


why you think it is such a “high 
old time,” with drinking and 
dancing and necking and lewdness 
and these crazy ways of sin—do 
you know why? Listen, you 


'never have had a sensible thought. 


You are not in your right mind. 
That is what God means in Isaiah 
1:18, where he says, “Come now, 
and let us_ reason together, saith 
the Lord.” You never did sit 
down at a table and reason with 
God. If you had ever had one 
sober, earnest, serious considera- 
tion, you would have been saved, 
You would have seen it was fool- 
ish and wicked to go on and die 
and go to Hell in your sin.

and go to my father?’ 


Look about you at the happy 
old people. Look about you at 
the people with happiness in their 
hearts. They are not the people 
who gave way to Satan. They 
are the ones who live for the Lord 
and stay in the Father’s house. 
The boy said, I am going back 
to my father.” So he got ready, 
and went back. A lot of people 
run down this boy. He did play 
the fool. He was a. prodigal 
wastrel. He spent his money like 
water. He threw it- away in a 
night at a poker game, perhaps, 
or a drinking party—money that 
might have taken his father a 
year to save. He sure was a fool. 
But I will tell you this about him: 
he came to himself and had sense 
enough to admit it. 


Some of you are that same kind 
of a fool, but you have never 
faced the facts. You have never 
come to yourself yet. You had 
better say tonight, “I want to be 
saved, and, God helping me, I am 
going to turn to Jesus Christ.” 
Don’t you want to do that? This 
boy said, “I will arise and go to 
my father,” and he arose and 
came to his father. 


You say “Brother Rice, is being 
saved as simple as that?” Why, 
it is even simpler! It can be done 
quicker than these words can be 
read. “The boy rose and came 
to his father.” If in your heart 
you will say, “I admit that sin is 
a wicked business. I admit it is 
all a fake. I see it doesn’t pay. 
I am going to throw away the 
devil’s apples and turn to God,” 
the Lord will give you His fruit 
right now. And God’s fruit, oh, 
how sweet it is! And at the last 
it is still sweet. A million years 
from now it will be getting better 
and better and better! The Bible 
says, “He that doeth the will of 
God abideth forever,” (1 Jno. 
2:17) and “They that turn many 
to righteousness shall shine as the 
stars forever and forever.” (Dan. 
12:3). Oh, righteousness, and 
peace and joy, and love, without 
disappointment! The long years 
ahead will only serve to prove 
how good God was to those who 
served Him, “Showing mercy,” 
‘the Bible says, “unto thousands 


of them that love me and keep’ 


my commandments.” (Ex. 20:6.)

go to my father.” He made the 
decision, he came to his senses. 
He turned his back on his sin. 
He got up and came home to con- 
fess it to the father. He threw 


away the devil’s apples. I hope 
you will do the same thing. 


The Wonderful Fruit of God 
You May Have 


Now there is one more word. 
The Father had more than the 
devil could ever give. The Father 
had everything good. Here is the 
fruit the Father gave the boy. 
In the first place, he ran to meet 
him and fell on his neck and 
kissed him. Did anybody ever 
tell you that the devil’s crowd is 
friendlier than the Lord’s crowd? 
You never did have the devil give 
you things like this. The Father 
came and fell on his neck dnd 
kissed him. The boy started to 
say, “Dad, I sure played the fool, 
I have sinned against heaven and 
in thy sight.” He had planned 
to say, “I am not fit to be your 
boy. Just let me live out in the 
bunk-house with the hired hands, 
and wash on the back porch and 
live just as though I were a hired 
man.” But he did not get that 
out. The Father already had for- 
given him! He fell on his neck 
anc kissed him and said to one of 
the men at the house, ‘Bring a 
robe for this boy.’ (His robe had 
turned to rags—it always turns 
out that way with the devil’s 
service.) ‘And bring a ring for 
his finger’ (That was the sign of 
sonship, he was not a slave.) and 
kill the fatted calf and let us be 


merry; my son that was dead is 
alive again!’ 


Suppose I meet that boy on 
the way home. I say, “Hey, 
where are You going?” |

“No. If dad will just forgive 
me, and if I get a good meal un- 
der my belt, ll feel all right. 
Leave me alone!” And so he goes 
home.

“Oh, yes, that is my father.”

Don’t you think 
you had better buy a good suit 
and wait until you earn your 
way?” 

He says, “Oh, no! I can’t wait 
for anything. My father has a 
good suit of clothes. He has 
plenty! I’m not going. to wait for 
anything. I’m going home and let 
my father furnish those things.” 


. And so here he goes! 


I say, “Where is all that money 
you wasted? Don’t you think you 
had better stop and earn a little?” 

He says, “No, I can’t earn it, 
I would starve to death. But I 
will go to my father. He has 
plenty; he will take care of me.” 

“Well, how do you feel?” 


“I feel bad, but I am going 
home to my father.” | 


A little later I slip up there. 
Ah, what a good time he is hav- 
ing! I hear the happy laughter 
of his friends, and the father’s 
great tones as. he talks to the 
boy. I hear the rattle of silver- 
ware, and the servants all talking 
as they gather around the table. 
I hear the father say, “Son, may 
I give you just a little more of 
this veal? It is mighty tender. 
We have saved this calf and kept 
him fattened up a year until you 
got home. Can’t you eat a little 
more?” 

“Well, you can give me a little 
more. Boy, I have never had 
anything like this béfore,” the 
boy says. And maybe the mother 
says, “Can I give you another 
glass of buttermilk?” (Maybe he 
was a southern boy and would 
want buttermilk!) So he is hav- 
ing a good time. I slip up by his 
side, whisper in his ear and say, 
“How do you feel, old boy?” 

“Oh, boy, I just feel wonderful! 
My father loves me and has for- 
given everything and my heart is 
satisfied. I have on a nice robe 
that represents the righteousness 
of Christ. I have on the ring. That 
means I am His son, God’s son. 


_ I have the shoes on my feet. That 


means I am clothed with the gos- 
pel of peace, and am very proud 
of it. I have a message. to tell. 
And I have had the fatted calf of 
God’s richest blessing. I feel 
fine!” 

‘Don’t wait, brother. 
“Let not conscience make you

Is to feel your need of Him.” 

Oh, sinner, come on back to the 
Father’s house, Throw away the 
devil’s apples, and you will find 
the Father has everything good 
and sweet for you. And in the 
long run, oh, how glad you will 
be that you let Jesus. be your 
Saviour, and let God be your 
Father, and had your sins for- 
given and washed in the blood. 

Don’t you want to come home 
tonight, young people? How many 
here have been away in a far 
country? Oh, you :say, “But 
Brother Rice, I- don’t see how I 
can give up this, and I don’t see 
how I can give up that.” Some- 
body says, “Well, I'll try it.” No, 
I’m not talking about trying any- 
thing. I say to. the prodigal boy, 
“Will you come and sit down at 
the table?

thing He has. Why don’t you 
come to the Father? 


I remember when I first started 
out preaching about the prodigal 
boy, years ago, I told about how 
long.the way home was. I talked 
about how rough the road was, 
and how tired the boy was; talked 
about how his feet. bled because 
he had no shoes. I talked about 
how he dreaded the long trip 
home, and how he wondered 
whether the Father would be will- 
ing to take him in. Then one day 
I discovered that was not in the 
Bible at all. I discovered that the 
Bible said “I will arise and go to 
my father ... and he arose, and 
came to his father. But when he 
was yet a great way off, his father 
saw him, and had compassion, and 
ran, and fell on his neck, and 
kissed him.” Listen, a_ sinner 
doesn’t have to do a lot of praying 
and begging and pleading to get 
God ready to save him. God is 
ready before he is. God is ready 
now, and if in your heart you will 
say to Him, “I am coming Father, 
oh, I am coming! I am tired of 
my sin’—Come on! The Father 
will meet you. Why you couldn’t 
lift your heart up to him before 
it is all done. You can’t take one 
step down the aisle, if you mean 
it, before He has already met you. 


You remember Zacchaeus—he 
couldn’t slide down out of a tree 
and hit the ground before Jesus 
had already saved him! You can 
come to Jesus now and be saved 
like that boy who went_home and 
the father saw him, and met him, 
and it was all over with. Will 
you come like that? Oh, the 
feasting of the Father’s house! 
Oh, the blessing of the robe .of 
righteousness! Oh, the security 
of a ring of sonship! Oh, the 
blessed business of carrying the 
gospel with your feet shod with 
the shoes of the preparation of 
the gospel of peace! Oh, the re- 
joicing and communion, sitting at 
the Father’s table, being fed on 
the glories of Heaven! Don’t you 
want to come to the Father’s 
house? Throw away the apples 
of Sodom. Throw away the devil's 
promises. They are lies! Throw 
away the devil’s company. It will 
lead you to ruin. And come on. 


Somebody says, “Brother Rice, 
I am just afraid I can’t give up 
so-and-so.” Do you really think 
so? Let me slip back again. I 
hate to interrupt this happy party, 
but I slip back to the table and 
say to the young boy, “How do 
you feel?” 


“Oh, boy! This is wonderful!” 


‘Don’t you think you will have 
a good deal of trouble giving up 
the slop down there where you fed 
the hogs in the hog pen? Don’t 
you wish you were down there 
now, for just a few more of those 
husks the swine ate?” 


And the boy says, “Don’t talk 
to me like that!: No, No!” 


God. will fix the whole thing. 
‘He 
can give you victory, give you: joy, 
and happiness. unspeakable. Throw 
away the devil’s apples: Come on 
home. The Father has fruit that 
beats the devil’s fruit. And every 
promise of God is yea:and amen! 
It is better tomorrow than it is 
today. If you have gone on to 
serve God, when you are eighty 
years old, you will just begin to 
find how sweet it is. You will say, 
as I have heard a thousand old 
saints say, “The way grows 
brighter the further I go along.” 
Oh yes, how many times they have 
said it, and how they love to say 
it. They say, “I have been serving 
the Lord fifty years, [or sixty 
years,] and am not tired yet,” 
And@ you never will be. You never 
will be! 

When I get to Heaven I am go- 
ing to say, “Paul, what about all 
the beatings 7 got?” and Paul 
will say, 

“Wasn't that fun? Wonderful! 
|It doesn’t hurt any more. I've 


At the end, the devil’s play is 
sad, and the cup is bitter. The 
devil’s apples have worms. But 
the end, for the Lord’s people, is 
happiness and joy unspeakable and 
full of glory. Then come and be 
saved today. Won’t you be saved 
today ? 


How I thank God I was con- 
verted when I was just a little 
child! How I thank God in His 
mercy He kept me from some of 
the ways of outward sin: Thank 
God for it! Oh, how good He was. 
I want to serve Him until I die, 
and then praise Him forever in 
Heaven. Oh, thank God for’ such 
a Saviour, 


Do you want to be saved? I 
wonder how many will say, “I 
have tried both ways, and I have 
found the devil is a liar and a 
deceiver. His ways are miserable 
ways, and they lead to ruin. The 
devil’s apples all have worms. 
The devil’s promises are all lies.” 
How many can say, “I have tried 
both ways, and I know sin never 
pays. It breaks the heart, it 
smites the conscience, and ruins 
the life, and I hate it. Thank God 
I found peace in Jesus’\? . How 
many will say, “I have tried both 
ways, and I have found the devil’s 
way didn’t pay, and God’s way 
did” ? Hold your hand high. Hold 
your hand high. (Multitudes hold 
hands high.) All right, thank you. 


Now listen, don’t you want to 
be saved tonight? ‘All right. Can 
you say, “Father, I am tired of 
the hog pen. I am tired of the 
ways of sin.” Can you say, “I 
am sorry for going away from 
home and going out in wickedness. 
It doesn’t pay. God forgive me.” 
Will you come back like that boy 
did and say, “I have sinned”? Will 
you come back that way? You 
will be received with open arms 
and go away happy tonight in the 
Saviour’s love. Won't you come?
